RECENT  LEGISLATION 


Prohibiting  Marijuana  Advertisements  Throughout 
the  City  of  Los  Angeles... 


This  week,  Council  approved  my  motion  to 
rohibit  the  advertisement  of  marijuana  now 
at  recreational  use  has  been  approved  by 
rs.  Although  the  nation  banned  tobacco 
ads  on  television  almost  50  years  ago,  the 
new  statewide  marijuana  initiative  could 
allow  TV  commercials  promoting  marijuana 
to  air  alongside  advertisements  for  cereal  and  cleaning  products. 


Proposition  64  allows  people  age  21  and  older  to  possess  and  use  up  to  an 


ounce  of  marijuana  and  would  allow  pot  shops  to  sell  cannabis  for 
recreational  use.  The  initiative  also  includes  a provision  that  could 
someday  allow  cannabis  sellers  to  advertise  their  products  in  print  ads  and 
on  digital  sites  and  radio  and  television  stations,  but  would  "prohibit  the 
marketing  and  advertising  of  non-medical  marijuana  to  persons  younger 
than  21  years  old  or  near  schools  or  other  places  where  children  are 
present." 

Although  there  are  other  impediments  to  marijuana  ads  hitting  the  airwaves 
in  California,  including  the  fact  that  cannabis  is  still  recognized  by  the 
federal  government  as  an  illegal  drug,  the  possibility  that  television 
commercials  will  someday  arise  featuring  people  smoking  marijuana  is 
cause  for  concern  that  would  roll  back  decades  of  anti-smoking  advertising 
protections  and  would  allow  marijuana  smoking  ads  in  prime  time,  on 
programs  with  millions  of  children  and  teenage  viewers.

Reports  From  Our  Staff:  Safety  Tips  for  Online 
Shopping  this  Holiday  Season... 


Our  Communications  Deputy,  Bree  Breckenridge,  would  like  to  remind  you 
to  keep  your  personal  information  safe  while  shopping  online  this  weekend 
and  throughout  the  Holiday  Season. 

Guard  your  personal  information.  Give  merchants  as  little  information  as 
possible,  entering  only  the  required  fields.  Your  Social  Security  Number  or 
driver's  license  number  are  NOT  necessary  to  make  online  purchases. 
Never  send  credit  card  information  by  e-mail  or  text,  a legitimate  business 
will  never  ask  for  this  information.  Avoid  making  online  purchases  in  public 
Wi-Fi  hotspots,  such  as  a coffee  shop,  which  can  put  your  credit  card 
numbers  and  other  information  at  risk. 

Use  a credit  card  to  pay  safely.  Credit  card  transactions  are  regulated  by 
the  Fair  Credit  Billing  Act  which  can  limit  your  liability  if  there  is  a problem 
with  a purchase.  Using  debit  cards,  ATM  cards,  or  checks  could  expose 
you  to  bank  fraud  and  cashiers  checks  while  money  orders  offer  no 
protection  if  there  are  problems  with  the  purchase.  Money  transfer  services 
such  as  Western  Union  or  Moneygram  are  also  favorites  of  scammers 
because  they  are  also  extremely  difficult  to  trace. 

Make  sure  that  the  online  store  is  a secure  website.  Look  for  "https://"  and 
the  closed  padlock  symbol  in  your  browser  next  to  the  URL.  This  means 
that  extra  steps  are  taken  to  ensure  your  credit  card  information  is 
protected.  If  you  aren't  familiar  with  a company,  consider  placing  an 
inexpensive  order  first. 

Check  the  URL  address  and  beware  of  malicious  websites  that  may  look 
identical  to  the  legitimate  one.  Fake  URL  addresses  may  look  similar,  but 
can  use  a variation  in  domain  or  spelling. 

Keep  a record  of  your  order  and  retain  the  documentation  and  check  your 
card  statements  promptly.  Contact  the  card  issuer  immediately  if  there  are 
problems. 

If  you  have  problems  with  an  online  shopping  site,  contact  seller  or  site 
operator  directly  to  resolve  the  issues.
